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Trade  Surplus  Narrows  -  The  U.S. 

agricultural  trade  surplus  narrowed 
in  April  as  exports  fell  faster  than 
imports.  At  $1 .6  billion,  April's  sur¬ 
plus  dropped  $470  million  below 
March’s,  but  was  still  19  percent 
above  last  year’s.  The  cumulative 
surplus  for  October-April  rose  41 
percent  above  its  year-earlier  level 
(table  3). 

Exports  Fall  -  Agricultural  exports 
dropped  seasonally  in  April  to  $3.4 
billion,  about  the  average  for  the 
first  6  months  of  FY  1989.  Soybean 
exports  dropped  by  $21 7  million, 
while  wheat,  corn,  rice,  meat,  hides, 
soybean  meal,  cotton,  and  tobacco 
exports  showed  smaller  declines 
(table  5).  Cumulative  export  value 
during  October-April  surpassed  its 
year-earlier  level  by  $3.6  billion,  a  17 
percent  gain. 

Soybean  exports  receded  to  their 
lowest  point  this  fiscal  year  (1.1  mil¬ 
lion  tons),  and  value  fell  from  $531 
million  to  $314  million.  Most  of  the 
decline  came  in  shipments  to  the 
European  Community,  which  drop¬ 
ped  600,000  tons.  Exports  to  other 
major  customers  -  including  Japan, 
Taiwan,  and  Mexico  -  remained 
relatively  strong. 

Wheat  exports  fell  substantially  in 
April  for  the  first  time  during  FY  1 989 
to  less  than  3.2  million  tons.  U.S. 
wheat  exports  to  China  dropped 
540,000  tons,  and  shipments  to  the 
USSR  fell  400,000  tons.  Some 
offsetting  gains  occurred  in  exports 
to  Bangladesh,  Algeria,  Egypt,  and 
Japan.  The  value  of  wheat  exports 
fell  $108  million  to  $515  million. 

U.S.  corn  exports  slumped  643,000 
tons  in  April  on  a  466,000  ton  decline 
in  exports  to  the  USSR  and  a  233,000 
drop  in  exports  to  Japan.  Although 
shipments  to  the  USSR  dropped 
nearly  one-third  between  March  and 
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April,  they  remained  above  1  million 
tons  for  the  seventh  consecutive 
month.  October-April  total  corn 
exports  exceeded  their  year-earlier 
level  by  $1.6  billion.  Exports  of  all 
grains  and  grain  products  surpassed 
year-earlier  October-April  shipments 
by  $3.2  billion. 

Meat  exports  declined  slightly  between 
March  and  April,  but  the  7  month  value 
exceeded  the  year-earlier  total  by  45 
percent.  Continued  large  shipments  of 
beef,  pork,  and  poultry  to  Japan  stem 
from  strong  Japanese  demand  for 
meat,  recent  import  liberalization,  and 
relatively  favorable  exchange  rates  for 
the  dollar. 

Imports  -  U.S.  agricultural  imports  fell 
$150  million  in  April  to  $1 .8  billion. 
Natural  rubber,  vegetables,  vegetable 
oils,  grains,  sugar,  and  hogs  account¬ 
ed  for  most  of  the  decline  (table  6). 
Compared  with  last  year,  April  1989 
imports  were  up  7  percent,  while  the 
October-April  cumulative  value  edged 
up  only  2  percent.  (Steve  MacDonald,

Export  Credit  Guarantees  Up 
Sharply  -  U.S.  agricultural 
exports  under  credit  guarantee 
programs  increased  40  percent  to 
$3.7  billion  during  fiscal  year  1988 
and  accounted  for  about  1 0 
percent  of  total  farm  product 
shipments.  Wheat,  corn, 
soybeans,  soybean  products, 
cotton,  and  rice  were  principal 
commodities  covered  by  credit 
guarantees.  Major  destinations 
included  Mexico,  Iraq,  Korea, 
Algeria,  Egypt,  Pakistan,  and 
Morocco  (table  4).
